SURPRISE IN PARIS. 

Although not wholly unexpected, Gen. 
Boulanger’s determination to go to England 
occasions surprise in Paris. His supporters 
regret that he has to remove himself so far 
from the center of action. His enemies fe- 
new their charges of cowardice, and 
predict his popularity will vanish 
with him among the fogs of London. 
The latest story from Paris is that Boulanger. 
quits Brussels because he is unable to keep 
his pledge not to agitate or Plot against the 
republic,that the Belgian government bas been 
put in possession of irrefragible proof of the 
fact and that a peremptory summons has 
been sent him in consegence. It is more 
probable, however, that the influence of the 
French Government prevailed so far with the 
Belgian authorities that all political action on 
the part of the General was interdicted, and 
this combined with their rofusal to interfere 
with the spies who infested him determined 
him to voluntarily seek a freer asylum. 

NOT LIKED BY SOCIALISTS. 

Boulanger’s emissaries have been in London 
all week raising money for their cause and 
trying to arrange a mass-meeting of French 
residents and Socialists. But the Socialists of 
London are as violently opposed to him as the 
Socialists of Brussels, and any attempt to 
hold a mass- meeting is sure to result in arow. 
Within the last week there has been a large 
increase in London of secret agents in the em- 
ploy of the French Government. These men 
describe themselves as agents for commercial 
houses and as such are registered in the hotels 
most frequented by foreigers.

Three Generals are placed on the general 
staff of the army with the titleof ‘Upper 
Quartermaster,’ nothing being said as to their 
functions. The present chief of the staff, 
when appointed as assistant and deputy 
to his predecessor, was called Quartermaster 
General. The three officers upon whom an iIn- 
ferior grade of the same kind is now conferred 
may be presumed, therefore, to have been 
selected for service closely resembling that of 
the chief of the great general staff. It is in- 
ferred that their business will be to act as 
chief of the staffto armies in the field. The 
army, asa whole has this post of adviser to 
the commanders-in-chief always filled in 
peace by the man who willoccupy it in war. 
Similarly each army corps has a permanent 
chief of the staff. The intention seems to be 
to give to those who will, in war 
time, have to assist the generals com- 
manding bodies composed of four 
or five army corps, an opportunity to prepare 
themselves during peace for this service. 
When it is remembered that the commander 
of a German army is usually, though not al- 
ways, a royal prince, and that his chief of the 
staff has, therefore, a position of very great 
responsibility, the importance of the step just 
taken willatonce be seen. But there may 
possibly be a further import in the appoint- 
ment. On previous occasions the selection of 
such advisers was only made when war wus 
actually expected. It is worth noting also 
that one of the probable commanders of an 
army, Gen. Vonscholtbe has just retired, 
though his name is to be kept on the active 
jist. Meanwhile In England we are still with- 
out a proper war preparation department.

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MILLIONS IN HEMP. 


A New Industry Causes Wealth to Flow 
Into Yucatan.

CITY OF MEXICO, April 20.—Great interest 
has been aroused here by reports from Yuea- 
tan of the enormous amount of wealth which 
has been acquired in that province through 
the rise in price of hemp during the past 
year. This advance is due to the grow- 
ing demand for hemp from farmers 
of the western part of the United 
States to bind their sheaves in 
harvest time. An article which cost 44 cents 
per pound to raise, now brings 12 cents 
delivered in New York. The hot and sandy 
peninsula of Yucatan has gone mad with its 
sudden accession of fortune.

A majority of these may be able to squeeze 
through Castile Garden under the pauper etmi- 
gration act, but judging from the scores of 
specimens your Queenstown correspond- 
ent saw on the heavily burdened 
vessels there's reason for watch- 
ing. The New York Steamship Co. is 
setting afloat everything that will stay above 
water, and filling them with people clamoring 
for achance to cross the sea, no matter how. 
It is reported that some lines sold passage 
tickets as low as $15. Passengers from New 
York to Liverpool have found the landing 
stage impassable all week because of the 
blockade of emiganta. 

On Thursday 1,230 emigrants embarked from 
Qugenstown sione, This isthe largest num- 
ber ever before sent from this port in one 
day. The London charitable societies have 
sent off several hundred people this week, 
including many poor families, but the most 
of those were sent on Canadian boate and will 
not have to pasé the Castie Garden ordeal.

THE EMPEROR OF GERMANY. 

It is announced that the visit of the Emperor 
of Germany to England will be so arranged as 
to be simultaneous with that of the Empress 
Frederick. The visit was, it is understood, in 
great part arranged whilst Count Herbert Bis- 
marck, who wiil accompany the Emperor, 
was in London. The UOhancellor himself has, 
itappears, adoubie objection to such a jour- 
ney.

OLDEST BILL IN PARLIAMENT. 

The passing by a majority of over fifty, ina 
conservative House of Commons of the third 
reading of the deceased wife’s sister bill fos 
Scotiand, is, one would think, conclusive as 
to the opinion of the country on the subject, 
No effort was spared to bring about a different 
result. The history of the deceased wife’s 
sister bill is remarkable. It isthe oldest bill 
in Parliament. It has elght times passed the 
House of Commons by large majorities, whilst 
in the House of Lords, but for the vote of the 
bishops the bill would have passed any time 
in the last thirteen years. The prospects for 
the English bill on this subject are not very 
promising. The measure is down for second 
reading on the the 8&hof May, but there is 
practically little probability of its being 
reached on that date, and even if it was there 
are other difficulties in the way. No compro- 
mise has been arrived at with the members 
who desire to see the provisions of the bill 
extended to marriage with a deceased hus- 
band’s brother, and who would apparently 
rather see the bill abandoned than passed ia 
its present form. On the other hand, Mr, 
Heneage and his friends consider that they 
are pledged to resist any extension of the kind 
proposed.

The strangest sight that the modern 
world has ever witnessed is presented on 
the borders of Oklahoma. 

The Israelites, vfewing the promised 
land flowing with milk and honey, after 
toiling through the desert and fighting 
their way through hostile tribes, presented 
a dramatic spectacle which approximated 
to it. The migrations of whole peoples 
into Europe and from one part of 
Europe to another in the dawn 
of history and the settlement of 
this vast continent by sturdy pioneers 
were inspiring and akin to it. But in 
none of them was there the same intense 
concentration of human interest and at- 
tention on one spot and one period of time 
that marks the opening of Oklahoma to 
settlement. There is in this case a sharp 
dramatic climax, a culmination of 
thousands of eager hopes.

The inspiration of human prog- 
ress is in the spectacle.

1887, directs tne appointment of three com- 
missioners to select and purchase a site for a 
public building at San Francisco at a cost 
not to exceed $350,000. The same act appro- 
priated the amount necessary to carry 
out its pear sesemes It subsequently appearing 
that suitable property could not be obtaine 
within the limit fixed by Congress, that body 
on the 2ist of Junuary last passed an act in- 
creasinu the limit of cost to ,000. The First 
Comptroller has decided that this latter act is 
inoperative, inasmuch as no appropriation 
was made to carry it into effect. He aiso de- 
cides that while the commission can continue 
its investigation under the appropriation of 
March 8, 1887, it cannot enter into any contract 
involving the Government for the future pay- 
ment of money in excess ofthe appropriation 
of $250,000.

**It is a remarkable fact that the instrument 
ofcommerce which appears most distinctly 
to assume the form of a monopoly 
and which first excited public apprehension 
because of its supposed power to dictate 
prices, is precisely the one that is least able to 
escape the destructive effects of excessive 
competition. I allude now to tbe railroad, 
which bas come into existence since some of 
us began our business life, but which already 
absorbs more capital and —ueee more men 
than almost any other branch of industry. 

RAILROAD MONOPOLIES. 

‘*Every grant of the privileze to build a 
road gives what in some sense is a monopoly, 
and in the case of municipal roads 
the monopoly is commonly con- 

lete, The State, therefore, finds 

t necessary to impose restraints to pre- 
vent abuse and extortion. Asa matter of fact 
it wassoon found that except in the case of 
purely local roads monopoly could only be 
effectuated and sustained within very 
narrow limits, and thatthe most serious rail- 
road management were invited and fed by the 
fact that it was impossible for railroads unless 
by. combination, and byeffecting some de- 
gree of common interest, to protect 
themselves against a competition that 
might easily be made utterly destructive. 
The beneficiaries of the abuses have not al- 
ways been the owners or map rs of rail 

roads: commercial men participated in them 
also, and commerce bas been demoralized 
thereby to an extent itis painfulto comtem- 
plate.

WAITING FOR RAIN, 


The Nerthern Lumber Situation Clouded 
With Upcertainties.

Cases of Destitution Reported From the De- 
vastate:l Districts.

Sioux CrTy, Ia., April 20.—This city has 
raised thousands of dollars and sent several! 
car-loads of supplies, consisting of clothing, 
groceries, seed, grain, etc., to the sufferers 
by the terrible prairie fires in Dakota two 
weeks ago, and still applications for aid con- 
tinue toarrive. A letterfrom Mrs. J. E. Sei- 
bach, President of the Ladies’ Aid Associa- 
tion, at Scotland, reports considerable depri- 
vation in the vicinity of that 
region. She writes that farm wagons 
frequently come into town, with women 
and children riding on the running-gears. 
The wagon- boxes are left at home, where they 
are doing duty as houses. Nota few bave set 
up housekeeping in a wagon-box, which is the 
only shelter for what littie housenold supplies 
have been left by the hungry flames ase for 
the families themselves. Nr. Brown of the 
relief committee sent Mrs. Seibach a check 
for $100, and the Scotland case will be further 
considered. A letter was also received from 
Foreman, stating that there were fifty families 
about there entirely destitute. The work ot 
the relief committee will be continued till all 
are provided for. A like work is going on in 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Sioux Falis and other 
places. 


THE TRAGEDY ENDED. 


The Grave Closes Over Chicago’s English 
Suicide.

CHICAGO, Ill., April 20.—The remains of J. 
Sidney Walters, the high-living Englishman 
who poisoned himself at the Richelieu Hotel, 
were laid in a fair corner lot in Oakwood 
Cemetery this afternoon. An undertaker from 
Jordan &Co.’s and Kate Ermon, the woman 
from Cleveland who claimed to be 
the widow of the suicide, were the 
only ones to accompany the body. 
There were no services whatever, and in a 
half hour after the body was taken from the 
train the heavy clods of earth were falling on 
the coffin. Considerable surprise was mani- 
fested at the non-appearance of Melvina 
Renner, the actress and widow of the the de- 
ceased. Yesterday she sent a dispatch to her 
brother from Minneapolis, telling him to at- 
tend to the funeral arrangements, as she 
would not be present.

OFFICIAL REPORTS OF THE APIA DISASTER 
AND ITS DIRE RESULTS. 


Yankee Tars Never Forget Their American 
Grit—In the Face of Death They Worked 


es Stanchly as in Tropical Calms—The 

Seamauship Rendered Null by 
Faulty Vesselse—Samoans’ Brave Succor— 
A Thrilling Account. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—The morn- 
ing’s mall delivered atthe Navy Departments 
to-day brought the following official report 
from Admiral Kimberly, referring to the 
wrecking of the American fleet at Apia. The 
report is dated Apia, March 19, !s addressed to 
the Secretary of the Navy, and says: 

**lt becomes my painful duty to report to 
the department the disastrous injury and loss 
sustained by the vessels under my com- 
mand in the harbor of Apia  dur- 
ing the hurricane which swept 
these waters March 15 and 16. When 
the gale commenced there were in the harbor 
the following men-of-war: United: States ships 
Trenton, Vandalia and Nipsic; H. B. M. 8. 
Calliope, and H.I.G. N. ships Adler, Olga 
and Eber. There were also afew merchant 
vessels and smalicraft. The Nipsic had the 
inner berth and the Trenton (last to arrive) 
had the outer berth. Indications of bad 
weather appeared during the forenoon of Fri- 


day, March 15, and atlo’clock on that day I 
commenced preparations to meet a gale by 
sending down the lower yards and housing 
topmasts. Fires were lighted and steam- 
raised. By8o’clock the gale had developed. 
It biew bard during the evening and about 8 
p. in. We parted our port bow and cable. 

uring the night it blew with great violence, 
but with the aid of steam the vessels 
kept in good shape until morning. At 
daylight we had hoped for a wmodera- 
tion of the wind, but were disappointed. The 
gale set in with renewed fury and early in the 
forenoon it was evident that some of the in- 
ner ships were asbore and those nearer to us 
were riding uneasily. The flagship lost her 
wheel about this time. It carried away with 
acrash and seriously injured some of the 
helmesmen. Relieving tackles and spar tiller 
were applied promptiy, but it was discovered 
that the rudder was broken and soon it was 
entirely useless. 

BLOWING WITH HURRICANE FORCE. 

**The wind by this time was blowing with 
hurricane force and the seas were very heavy. 
The ship had begun to make water during the 
early morning. The band pumps were 
manned andall bilge pumps in the engine- 
room put on. The water gained and threat- 
ened to put out the fires, the greater part of it 
seeming to come in through the hawse pipes, 
which are situated on the berth deck. Every 
effort was made to stop the entrance of water 
at this point by Jamming in bedding and by 
putting moviding on the chains and by veering 
into the Bawse pipes. It could e checked in 
this way, but not stopped, tor the violence of 
the seas Was 8o great that it would force back 
everything opposed to*it. All hands were set 
to bailing and the béndy billy rigged, but by 
9:30 a.m. the fires’ had been put out and the 
men driven up’ from the fire-room. Work at 
the hand pumps with the buckets continued 
from this time throughoutthe gale, with the 
hope of being ableto relight the fires and 
keep the vessel afloat. A little before nvon 
the Calliope was seen to be very un- 

at her —— and s00n she 
streamed toward us, having parted or slipped 
her cables, and making such an effort to go 
Outofthe harbor. She came near colliding 
with us and steamed outin the force of the 
hurricane. Inthe afternoon, the wind having 
hauled alittle, the flag-ship was mvure un- 
steady at her moorings and parted two chains, 
one soon after the otber. We then drifted 
over toward the eastern reef and escaping

we drifted until our stern was almost against 
the reef. Destruction seemed imminent as 
the vessel was within a few feet of the reef for 
a jong while and pitching heavily. We drifted 
in this position aiong the reef for a consider- 
able distance until we came to where it turned 
more toward the eastward. Here we found 
smoother water and our remaining anchor 
seemed to hold quite well for a time. This 
position, however, put us directly in the 
hawse ofthe Olga, which vessel had one of 
the smoothest berths in the harbor at this 
time. She was riding well and had control of 
her engines. 

‘*Efforts were at once made to heave over 
the 8-inch rifle gun from the forecastle to as- 
sist in holding, but itcould not be done in 
time. Weslowly drifted upon her and she 
avoided us twice by skilful use of helm and 
engines, but soon she cut into our quarters, 
first on one side then the otber, carr ing 
away our boats, rigging and quarter gallies, 
but not essentially injuring the hull. uring 
all this time the oficers of the flagship made 
every effort to manage her by the storin sails, 
and putting men in the rigging. We drifted 
by the port side of the Olga and across to the 
western reet, dragging the anchor and tailing 
now on the western reefas we had before on 
the eastern. 

THE WRECKED VESSELS. 

‘‘Some of the wrecked vessels were now in 
plain sight. The Nipsic was well inshore on 
good bottom, stem tothe seas; the Vandalia 
sunk against the reef, masts standing and 
tops and rigging fullof men, spray and surf 
flying to their mast-heads; the Eber nowhere 
to be seen; the Adler on her side high on the 
reef. The Olga had turned for the shore and 
going ahead under steam and sail was beached 
on good bottom and inagood position to 
the seas. All this time the gale had 
been blowing with unabated fury. About6 
o'clock we were. expecting to strike the reef 
momentarily. It was directly under our 
stem, but ason the eastern side an undertow 
of current seemed to carry us along the reef 
and keep us just clear of striking. Thus we 
came on to where the Vandalia was lying and 
it was evident that our stem would soon 
strike against her port side. As we ap- 
proached her, rockets were fired, carrying 
lines with the hope of rescuing the people on 
her masts. This proved very successful, and 
the men from the main ard mizzen were res- 
cued first. Soon after we struck the Vandalia 
with violence, and her main and mizzen 
masts went bythe board. We then swung 
gradually and settled into a position alongside 
of her, just touching the bottom and our 
stern grazing a small wreck and the reef. 
The men were rescued from the foremast of 
the Vandalia and thenceon during the night 
we continued to be at the bottom and against 
the Vandalia with great force. The wind 
during this (Saturday) night blew with 
hurricane force, squall following squall, with 
hardly any appreciable interval. The seas, 
however, were not so high as they were fur- 
ther out, ahd we got through the night with- 
outadditional serious misfortune, 

GOOD WORK BY THE NATIVES. 

‘*Just before daylight the flagship was vis- 
ited by two boats manned entirely by natives, 
who carried linés to the shore. his was dan- 
gerous work, owing to the darkness, to the 
sea and current, to the reefs and wreckage, 
and to the difficulty of approaching the Trenton 
on account of the Vandalia’s wreck. Two 
men were kept at the pumps and buckets 
without cessation, with a view to hauling off 
the ship if possible and keeping her afloat 
when the gale abated. In the morning the 
wind moderated. It was then ascertained 
that the propeller was missing. The ship had 
settied hard on the bottom, and the water 
could not be reduced. It was up to the engine.- 
room platform and rising. Under these 
circumstances and in the absence of any 
docking facilities or marine railway ap- 
pliances and powerful pumps, the abandon- 
mentofthe ship became necessary. Stores 
were gotten up as rapidly as possible and the 
peopie got their effects ashore. 

AN INVESTIGATION. 

£i‘‘ Immediately thereafter tho crew were set 
to work getting out and saving from her every- 
thing possible. On Monday the water was 
up to her gun deck and she had settled a 
little on her portside. On Tuesday she had 
settled more to port and was still lower in the 
water. The Vandalia is completely sub- 
merged, and only ber foremast and head- 
booms showing above the water. The Nipsic 
is lying in about seven feet of water at low 
tide any and fall four teet). Sbe would 

robably have to be bauled astern some five 

1undred feet to float ber at high tide. She 

has lost her smoke pipe. Also her rudder and 
ber propeller is badly damaged. Her crew 
remained on board and she keeps her biliges 
free of water by the steam pumps.

A COURT OF INQUIRY ASKED FOR. 

**‘During the entire time Capt. Farquhar 
showed great care and good judgment in 
handling the ship through the terrific gale and 
never left the bridge. @ was ably seconded 

his executive and navigating officers, who 
did all in their power to save the ship. 
In fact, as far as could observe, all 
the officers behaved extremely well under 
the trying circumstances an performed 
their duties cheerfully. effectively and 
as wel as could be desired. 
This disaster I classify among the incidents 
and accidents inseparable fromthe prosecu- 
tion of Guty. Its magnitude, however, gives 
it a distinguishing feature, which fortunately 
the service israrely compelled to witness. 
Capt. F uhar has demanded a court of 
inguiry. o disinterested officers are avail- 
able here. Itberefore respectfully refer the 
entire matter to the department, and if 
farther investigation is deemed necessary I 
should be pieased to have acourt of inquiry 
ordered.

WHAT THE COMMANDERS SAY. 

Accompanying Admiral Kimberly’s report 
are the reports of the commandersof the 
Trenton and Nipsic. 

Commander Mullan of the Nipsic begins his 
report to Admiral Kimberly by expressing re- 
grets that he was compelled to beuch his ves- 
sel to save her from total destruction and to 
save the lives of his command. He says that 
the vessel had three anchors down and veered 
to their full scope, as fur as possible, in order 
not to collide with either the Olga or 
the Eper, the former on. the port beam and 
latter close aboard astern. During the 
height ofthe hurricane, and about 5 a. m., 
Marecb 16, the Olga fouled the Nipsic, carry- 
ing away the whale boat, dingy and port rail- 
ing atthe poop deck, bending nn etc.. 
About éo’clock a. m. the Olya aga fouled, 
carrying away the port hammock rail and 
part of the smoke stack,the steam launcn and 
second cutter. Having lost the smoke stack, 
and there me no draft, Commander Mullan 
says he found it necessary to use pork in the 
furnaces. During the morning watch three 
men were washed overboard and swam 
ashore. The sea was breaking over the ves- 
sei so rapidly that some of the gun ports were 
let down and the water baled overboard 
through them. When an effort was being 
made to get the forecastie gun overboard, as 
an additional anchor, the starboard bower 
chain parted and the ship continued to drag 
toward the reef. Finding it impossible to 
keep up steam, the commander decided to 
beach the Nipsic, in order to save life; so the 
chains were slipped and the ship beached in 
front ofthe United States Consulate. Alli of 
the sick were sent ashore, The gig was cap- 
sized when being lowered and seven men 
were lost. Lines were then got asbore and all 
a escaped. The Samoans did excellent 
work. 

INJURIES TO THE NIPSIC. 

The commander then mentions in detail the 
Injuries sustained by the Nipsic. He says 
that the engines are out of line and can not 
be revolved, three blades of the propeller are 
bent, and a part of the fourth gone, as well as 
apartof the stern post and the false keel, 
and the rudder and rudder post. In conclu- 
sion Commander Mullan says that everything 
was done that could have been done 
to seve the vessel from totul wreck, and 
the lives of those attached to the ship. 

Capt. Farquhar oftne Trenton in bis offi- 
c al report to Admiral Kimberly states that in 
his opinion the ship has broken in two places, 
abreast the mizzen mast and near the smoke 
stack. He states that it.is possible thatthe 
ship might be floated to dock, with the as- 
sistance of the powerful pumps, used by 
wrecking companies, but as there are no facil- 
ities of the kind at hand she will bea total 
loss. The Captain says: 

**T attribute the loss of the ship primarily to 
the location ofthe hawse pipes. 1 have sev- 
eral times reported officially against their lo- 
cation to the navy department.’’ 

Through them, he says, the water poured 
and extinguished the fires, notwithstanding 
the precautions that were taken. 

After detailing the action of the storm on his 
vyeesel], Capt. Farqubar thaniss Adiniral Kim- 
berly for his ‘*earnest counsel and for keeping 
usin good cheer, particularly when in our 
greatest danger, by your good example. 

‘*During these trying days,’’ he continues, 
**the officers sustained the reputation that 
our navy 
worked well. Brown, the navigator, was by 
my sidethe whole timeand to his excellent 
judgment one time at leust the ship was 
cleared of areef. Had we struck it 1 fear few 
of the 450 souls on board of the Trenton would 
be alive to-day.’’ 

Capt. Fargquhar’s closing paragraph reads 
as foliows: ‘‘I respectfully demand a court 
of ye rags i sh, 

Eieut. J. W. Carlin, commanding the sur- 
vivors of the United States steamship Van- 
dalia, in his report to Rear Admiral Kimberly, 
dated Apia, Samoa, March 21, 1889, says: 
‘*The Vandalia was prepared for « heavy 
weather, having sent down lower yards, 
housed topmasts and got up steam in obedi- 
eruce to signais from the flagship. When the 
strength of the gale reached the Vandalia 
the ship was directly in the hawse of the 
Calliope, rendering it injudicious to veer. 
All the vessels were leeward of the Vandalia 
evcept the Trenton. About midnight of the 
15th the Vandalia began to drag, and com- 
menced to steam up with but few intermis- 
sions until she struck, the speed varying trom 
18 to 40 revolutions. The engines worked well 
with the exception of a short time when the 
steam ran down to 25 pounds, caused by an 

ACCIDENT TO ONE OF THE BOILERS. 

The Vandalia had on seven boilers of the 
eight, and they furnished a]! the steam the en- 
gines could use. The vessel had but one sheet 
anchor, and the stock of that was broken in 
the last gale. This anchor was heid in reserve 
as long as possible in expectation of wind 
coming out from the northward and west- 
ward, butit wasletgoabout 2 a. m. of the 
16th as near the weather reef as possibie. 

‘‘At daylight,’’ Lieut. Carlin says, ‘‘the 
vessels were seen inthe inner harbor to be 
in trouble. The Eber soon disappeared en- 
tirely, and the Adler struck the reef, the seas 
heaving heron topof it and capsizing her. 
The Calliope was the nearest vessel to the 
Vandalia, and from daylight until 9 a. m. the 
Vandalia and Calliope were in imminent dan- 
ger of getting foul of each other, and also of 
striking the reef, being frequently within fifty 
feet and sometimes @ithin twenty feet of it. 
The current was so strong that spanker, heim 
and three anchors on the weather bow were 
not sufficient to bring the ship’s head to wind. 

**After the Calliope put to sea, one obstacle 
was removed from our path, and feeling that 
the vessel ust go on the reef ifit remained 
where it was, every exertion was made to get 
into the inner harber, hoping to ascape the 
extraordinary current before encountered.The 
engines were kept going until We were con- 
vinced thatthe ship washard and fast; the 
were then stopped, safety valves opened an 
the firemen called on deck. Theship’s head 
ewung siowlytotbe starboard. She began to 
filland settle and the rail was swooped over 
by the sea to the depth of fifteen feet.’’ 

Lieut. Carlin says he found the Nipsic 
beached and abandoned. E. M. Hammer, a 
seaman, in attempting to carry a line was 
swept back against the ship and killed. Many 
attempted to swim, but so many were 
drowned that the remainder were deterred. 

CAPT. SCHOONMAKER’S DEATH. 

The commandli officer, Capt. Schoon- 
maker, was washed overboard about balf an 
hour after striking. His strength had been 
exhausted and he was unsbie sustain the 
shock of the heavy seas. He was surrounded 
by officers and men and had been rescued 
several times, when a sea of unusual violence 
etruck biar and carried him and all near him 
overboard. Thecrew took refuge in the tops 
posed rigging, where they remained eight

The Trenton came down se gently on the 
Vandalia and was so expert in throwing lines 
that nearly all of the Vandalia’s men escaped 
from the rigging to the Trenton’s decks.

To Dickens we are most indebted for our 
ibeen employed in de- 


signing barriers to keep 
lmen in subjection and 
ifrustrate their schemes 
of escape. 
The bistory of a nation 
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is often centered around a single prison; ro- 
mance and rbyme have dealt with dungeons, 
while the massive masonry of many an oid 
keep still stands where churches and palaces 
have succumbed to the ravages of time. In 
those early days, of which the Bible 
and a few scattered relics are our only 
records, but little use was therefor jails. 
Bpeedy punishment was necessary for the 
nomadic tribes in accordance with the stern 
Hebraic code;the frequently recurring pen- 
alty of death left .»but few crimes or misde- 
meanors to be «ate by incarceration. 
However, later on we find the dried and 
abandoned cisterns converted into places of 
detention by the Jews. 

The pyramids of Egypt, according to some 
authorities, served for prisons as well as 
sepuichers. The Labyrinth of Crete was the 
result of the vagaries of a despot seeking some 
new method of inflicting his favorite amuse-

Later the unfortunates 
were forced to labor in quarries, and ata still 
more recent date, when Athens was in her 
giory, even the prisons of Greece and Egypt 
ass dacivilized appearance only recently 
revived in our own times. There was but little 
barsbness in the confinement of Socrates pre- 
vious to his drinking the hemlock. From 
Greece it is but a step tothat city of Grecian 
origin, Syracuse, and here we bave one of the 
most wonderful jails of all times. On the 
highest and most inaccessible portion of 
the city were four great chasms 
formed in excavating rock for the 
city’s walls and buildings. The chief of these 
quarries was a mile in length and many yards 
in width. The walis were precipitous and 
egress could only be had by narrow and wind- 
ing paths. A tyrant of Syracuse noticed the 
adaptation of these pits for a prison and 
for many generations these were used as a 
penitentiary, not alone for Syracuse, but for 


the entire Island of Sicily. Thousands of 
soners, both civiland military, were made 
work in these quarries, exposed to all the 
inclemencies of the weather. Who could im- 
nea more redoubtable prison than was 
thus formed by these laperies as they were 
ed, carved out of the solid rock. The 
most remarkable of these, 
DIONYSIUS’ EAR, 
as it was called, terminated in an artificial 
Cavern, arranged with such wonderful 
acoustic power that the slightest whisper of 
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prisoners was @istinctly carried to the ear 
he listening tyrant. A paper torn under 
yaulted roof sounded like the report ofa 
ol, while a pisto) shot was magnified to the

ponty bad the Plombs of Venice joined to the 
world by the Bridge of Sighs with the dun- 
geons of the du:al palace. Germany was 
awed by the terrible prison of Nurenberg with 
its chamber of torture and human sausage- 
mill, where men were slowly ground FP os, 
and their shreds of flesh and bone and al 
traces of the terrible ceed carried away by the 
current of an underground river. 
In Spain the Inquisition held sway; where 
Guring the time of the Torquemoda and the 
Vaides, thousands were confined in the cells 
of the Holy ‘Question. ’’ 
Into these cells, 10x12 feet in size, the sus- 
ected men were crowded. The floors were 
amp end the scanty straw given for beds soon 
became a mass of corruption, 
Switzerland possessed Kusnacht, whither 
William Tell was being taken when he was 
miraculously saved by astorm, and the still 
more celebrated Chillon, a typical feudal cgs- 
tle.

try, and as well as he was able throughout all 
Europe. Thedepths of Newgate and Flieet 
were searched and a state of affairs found 
which almost causeG a revolution in England.

In form the prisons of 
the middle ages were most varied, but all 
alike depended on thick,high walls-and beavy 
iron bars for their strength. 
TOWERS, WALLS, COURTS, 
moats and eS with person peanee 
windows gave to the prisons, which were 
usually also fortresses, a most gloomy ap- 
pearance, which no doubt caused the stories 
of dungeons and oubliettes to be greatly ex- 
aggerated. Those were indeed the days of 
prisons, every city contained a dozen jails and 
every monastery and nunnery possessed 
a ‘*vade in pace’’ into which prisoners were 
thrustto die of hunger, or at best, never 
again to see the light of day, and according to 
a couplet by a contemperaneous poet: | 
In London and within a mile I ween, 
There are of jails and prisons full eighteen. 

It is queer thaton the site of nearly all of 
these prisons there to-day stands a church. 
The monastery is gone, the prison abolished, 
but the chapel stili remains. One prison, 
however, is a noteworthy exception to the 
rule, ‘‘The Old Abbaye.’’ This celebrated

At first it was formed by only two 
towers, but later towere and walls and moats 
were added until it reached that confused 
mass of which Carlyle says: ‘‘Oould one but 
after infinite reading get to understand so 
much as the plan of the _ building.’’ 
Though enormous in size this ponderous mass 
could accomodate at most only one-hundred 
boarders. The cells were letinto the great 
walis in the towers or In the dungeons even to 
the depths of twenty feet.

DEATH OF POSTMASTER PEARSON. 
Public Gone 


The Faithful Servitor ef the 
to His Reward. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaATcu. ’ 


NEW YorK, April 20.—Postmaster Pearson 


died at the house of his father-in-law, ex- 
Postmaster James, at Highwood, N. J., at 
4:25 this morning. Henry G. Pearson was 
born in New York. Whenaboy he becamea 
messenger in the Post-office and by his atten- 
tion to duty and intelligent services he rose 
gradually through the ranks of the depart- 
ment from the foot to the head. From a 
meéssenger he was promoted toa clerk in the 
Post-office, then to aoe Clerk, then head 
cl:rk in the Registry Department, then Chief 
Clerk of the Railway Department, Superin- 
tendent of Mails, and Assistant Poatmaster 

succeeding Judge Morgan. He was appointed 
Postmaster in 1881 by Garfield, succeeding 
Thomas L. James, appointed Postmaster-Gen- 
eral. He was reappointed by Cleveland in 1885. 
Mr. Pearson married a daughter of Gen. 
James. He has lived for yearsin the Gerlach 
flats, on West Twenty-seventh street. Mr. 
Pearson was about 45 years of age. Mr. Pear- 
son’s trouble had been of six months’ 
standing, and was caused, it is believed, by 
overwork and mental anxiety. His trouble 
during the last year in the Post-office, espeo- 
ially the constant worry he had with the let- 
ter-carriers, weighed heavily upon his mind. 
During an official service in the Post-office 
Department of sixteen years he bud only been 
absent from his post three montbs altogether, 
six weeks of whichhe spent in a tripto 
Europe in 1877. Mr. Pearson had become 
changed in appearance since his sickness as- 

sumed a serious form. The persistent 
hemorrhages have emaciated him, yet untila 
few days ago his family had hopes that the 
trouble would pase over.

The trouble between these companies has 
brought a cloud on the horizon of the railroad 
world which is sorely puzzling not only to 
those who will have to shoulder the responsi- 
bility, but to speculators who are all at sea as 
to the outcome. Thus far the only sufferers ap- 
pearto be the Oregon Navigation stockhold- 
ers, who have seen the value of their invest- 
ment dwindling away steadily, and are now 
on the ragged edge pending a settlement of 
the question as to the guaranteed dividend. 
The Oregon Short ine has for the 
last two years paid6é per cent. annually on 
Navigation stock, but as the Unicn Pacific is 
tbe real backer of the lease, Mr. Adams’ blunt 
statements excite the gravest apprehensions 
in the minds of holders of the shares. 

The efforts of the Union Pacific to get the 
Northern Pacific people to assume part of the 
obligations entailed by the lease, the arbitra- 
tion contract which was intended to prevent 
inroads upon each other’s territory and vari- 
ous other detaiis in connection with these 
matters are of such recent date as to re- 
quire nothing more than passing notice 
at this time. The other Oregons, as 
well as Northern and Union Pacific 
shares were kept in a feverish state by the de- 
velopments just alluded to, but the general 
market successfully resisted the raids made 
upon it. Even New England, which was sold 
down. to 4142 afterthe Railroad Committee of 
the Connecticut Legislature sat upon the 
Housatonic scheme,fmore than recovered the 
decline. Generally the net changes were in- 
significant either way and where wide fiuctu- 
ations did not take place they tended toward 
higher prices. Among the usually active 
stocks L. & N. alone closed with a wider dif- 
ference than 1 per cent.

MILLIONS IN IT. 


A Spanish Grant Jeopardizing the Govern- 
ment’s Titie to Land. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTcnu. 
OLATHE, Kan., April 20.—John T. Little, an 
attorney of the bar of this city, has been em- 
ployed by the heirs, one of whom resides in 
this (Johnson) County, to establish and col- 
lect from the Government of the United States 
one of the largest claimsever brought in this 
country and, with the exception of 
that of Mrs. Myra Clarx Gaines against 


the city of New Orleans, perhaps the largest. 
The claim is made by the heirs sf Martin 1°: 
an Englishman, who took service with bis 
war ships for the King of Spain against his 
native country (England) some time during 
the last century, in return for which theGovy- 
ernment of Spuin rewarded Dye by giving him 
nine square leagues of land, including what is 
now the city of Hot Springs, Ark. Not until 
the last fifty years has the property in ques- 
tion been considered valuable, but 
since the discovery of the won- 
derful medicinal qualities of the water there, 
a city of some 10,000 or 15,000 inhabitants 
has grown up, mostly since the war. Through 
Gen. Logan’s influence in the United States 
Senate the government took possession of the 
property several years ago and have built an 
army and navy hospital at acost of some 
$300,000. Gen. Logan was prompted to this 
action by reason of having been cured ofa 
serious case of rheumatism at Hot Springs, 
and to settle the litigations of rival claimants, 
who were trying to hold the property under 
the pre-emption laws. The heirs to 
this immense wealth are scattered ali 
over the United States, from Kentucky to Cal- 
ifornia and Texas, and they alitell the same 
story with wonderful exactness as to details. 
But unfortunately the grant from Spain to 
Martin Dye cannotas yet be found. Judge 
Little believes he is on the right track to dis- 
cover the long-lost grant, or arecord of it, 
though for the purpose it may be necessary to 
visit Madrid, in Spain. If successful in his 
efforts Judge Littie’s fee in the case will make 
him one of the wealthiest men in the West.

Considerable excitement was occasioned 
yesterday afternoon in the quiet little city of 
Relleville when the startling information had 
been given to the public, through the col- 
umns of Saturday a*ternoon’s POST-DISPATOR, 
that an estate commonly known as Hannah 
Hillman place, in 8st. Clair Oounty, just 


across the river from the city of 8t. Louis, 
worth at least $17,000,000, is claimed by as 
many as fitty different persons who 
are residents of Pittsburg. The larger 
portion of the prominent people 
of Belleville, however, hardly credit 
these claims and donot believe that any of 
these Eastern parties can demand a foot of 
ground in St. Clair County. The phe a Re- 
corder at Belleville was interviewed by a 
PosT-DIsPATCH reporter and asked what in- 
formation he could give in regard to this im- 
mense estate, He declared that ne had never 
been aware thateny Eastern parties could lay 
claim to property in St. Clair County until he 
read the account in the Post-DIsPpaTcH. He 
further said that he knew nothing about 
this $17,000,000 claim, angcould not definitely 
bound what is nown 
Hannah Hillman place, which 
occupied by various industries. 
knowledge the occupants of this alleged 
estate now under dispute could all show their 
deeds which justify them in holding the 
property and do not hold their possession 
hrough tax title as is alieged by some of the 
Eastern claimants. He knows nothing about 
the history of this piece of ground which is 
now being disputed and only recognizes 
those as the owners who are at present 
located upon the same, and who can lawfully 
prove their claims, Fietsam and Tyndale, 
abstractimen of Belleville, were also ques- 
tioned in regard to the estate, but knew 
nothing about it except what had been stated 
in the papers. The general belief among the 
people in Belleville iathat this is a scheme 
piayed by Eastern capitalists to rob the pres- 
ent lawful property holders of 8st. Gair 
County oftheirlands which they hold with 
authority and right. It is not general 
believed that these Eastern parties will 
be successfuL in securing this disputed terri- 
tory owing ‘to the fact that they will lack 
sufficient proof to strengthen their alleged 
claims. The outcome of the dispute will only 
be another long law sult for the courts.

_ place in the common mind fora time, then 
away. In the earliest times Good Fri- 

. Trane the Great Sabbath were rigidly ob- 
_ served asfast days, and notuntil midnight 
was the fast broken. In Tertullian’s time 
Waster eve was spentin public worship, but 
as the night advanced and Easter drew 
mearer, all signs of mourning were laid aside 
for the highest festal jubilee, lamps 
and candles were lighted, and the 
Driliiancy of the illumination was as a cloud 
of fire, mingied with the dawning rays of the 
gun, making the tve and the festival one con. 
tinuous day, without any interval of darkness. 
As a religious observance Easter differed from 
the other Sundays only in the vastness of 
the congregations and the dignity and 
splendor of the services. Indeed it was 
ordained by Pope Vigilius in the 
sixth century, thatthe maee should be the 
same as on other days, and it was forbidden 
to kneelin prayerfrom the entrance of the 
priest to thé altaron the evening of Easter 
eve until the evening of Easter day, 
the two days being combinedin one con.- 
tinuous celebration of the resurrection. 
All tabor ceased and all trades were 
@uspended. Farmers left their plows in the 
Geld, and it is said that even the tavern-keep- 
ere closed their doors. No travelers were to 
be found on the roads, and vessels made for

At the conclu- 
sion of this horrid celebration they al! retired 
for refreshments. A gammon of bacon was 
eaten in abhorrence of the Jews and a tansy 
pudding, symbolical of the bitter herbs com- 
manded to be eaten at the paschal feast. The 
profane part of this ceremony was eventually 
omitted and the whole custom has long since 
been discontinued, 

The parish clerks in Dorsett and Devon had 
once acustom which was iess religious than 
profitable.

Most of the Easter ceremonies are of a se- 
rious nature, but some are strangely humor- 
ous. ‘‘Durham Buckles,’’ a phrase that is 
often heard, originated in Durham, where it 
was the custom at Easter for the men to de- 
mand the women’s shoes or buckles if the 
fair ones would not pay for their freedom. At 
4 o'clock in the afternoon the boys gathered 
in crowds agd scoured the streets in search of 
women andgirla.

TO ‘‘LIFT’’ ON EASTER. 

Many ofthe young folks of to-day amuse 
themselves making a ‘‘saddle,’’ by catching 
wrists and riding a companion. That was the 
method in lifting, butthe one who was rid- 
den then was taken unawares. He or she 
might be waiking unsuspiciously along a 
quiet streetin one of those somnolent En- 
giish towns, then be suddenly lifted and 
carried along on the saddie until they paid 
and were released by a fee. The funny part 
of this custom was that on Easter Day the 
men lifted the women, and on Easter Monday 
the women turned the tables and lifted the 
men. Sueh conduct would scarcely seem 
decorous to-day, and it might cause some 
surprise if the young society ladies should 

ick up their man friends after this fashion on 

roadway to-morrow, but it was en regle then 
and done by everyone. 

But apartfrom the unique episodes in the 
history of Easter Day tbere are some which 
are observed with much solemnity yet are of 

reat interest. In nearly every country of 

e world the day is observed with ceremon!- 
als of some sort, though there is infinite vari- 
ety inthem. The Tyrolese assemble in bands 
and traverse the valleys singing an Easter 
hymn and accompanying the air on their 
guitars. They form picturesque groups as 
tbey gather round the doors of the little Swiss 
cottages, and tney are always received with 
welcome by the cottagers, who joinin the 
singing and offer to the minstrels Kaster eggs 
with mottoes and texts written on the shelis 
and wine, if they can afford that luxury.

ant having ceased on Good Friday, on Sat- 

urday the ovens are crowded, sheep and goats 
are siain in the streets and the gutters run 
blood. On Easter every house is fragrant with 
the odor of pies and baked meats. issing is 
a part of the ceremony of the day and all 
friends who meet kisson the cheek, saying, 
‘‘Obriat is risen.’’ Theday ia spent in re- 
joicing; guns are fred and the incessant dis- 
charge of pistols by the soldiers is almost 
deafening. They fire always with ball cart- 
ridges and the accidents that occuron Easter 
Day in Greece are only equalled by the 
toy pietol on the Fourth of July in America, 
In the evening the grand  cere- 
mon occurs in the public squares 
of the cities. All the members of the 
Government, after attending service, meet op- 
posite the public building, which in this 
country ie known as the Olt Hall. The mem- 
bers of the legisiative branch form in line and 
the members of the executive pass from left 
to right, kissing each one inthe legislative 
line and embracing them with fervor. The 
custom may not be objectionable in Greece, 
but it is doubtful ifit could ever success- 
fully introduced into this country as long as 
the ladies are excluded from the legislative 
branch of the Government.

A MYSTERIOUS MARRIAGE. 


A Letter te Recerder Hobbs Which Probably 
Covers Up a Sensational Event. 


Recorder Hobbs received a letter yesterday 
from Mr. H. C. Whitaker of Newmarket, 
Tenn., inquiring whether there is any record 
of the marriage of Sidney H. Thomas and 
Nannie Johnson, which occurred in the fall of 
1885. The letter relates a queer story of the 
marriage and brief wedded life, the death of 
one and the strange disappearance of the 


other. Nannie Johnson was born in Dallas, 
Tex,., but was brought up byan auntin this 
city. She and Thomas were said tb 
have been married in the Park Street 
Methodist Church. Nothing more was heard 
of them for several months; then Thomas 
wrote to Dr. J. W. Thornburg of New Market, 
Tenn., on the letter paper of the Clarendon 
House, Chicago asking if he would take 
charge of his wife dur ng ber_approaching 
confinement, giving Judge Horfce Heath as 
reference.Dr.Thornburg{did not write to Judge 
Heath, but did write to Thomas and told him 
to send his wife on. Mrs. Thomas went to New 
Market, and there her child was born, but she 
only lived tweive days after its birth. Thomas 
was notified of herdeath and he simply wrote 
to Dr. Thornburg, telling bim to bury Mrs. 
Thomas. Hesent $75tocover the expenses. 
This letter was written on the note paper 
of J. Louis Serrazin, wholesale tobacco 
dealer, No. 5 Canal street, New Orieans. 
Thomas said he was employed bythat firm 
and directed that bis letters should be sent to 
Post-office box 2014, New Orleans. Some time 
later Dr. Thornburg received two letters from 
a man named Watts, who wrote that Thomas 
had brain fever and was unable to write him- 
self. Early in April, 1886, Thomas wrote from 
New Orleans. He said he had just returned 
from a trip through Texas. e asked’ Dr. 
Thornburg to take care of hischild and said 
he had insured his life for its benefit. He 
wanted a photograph ofthe baby, and said it 
wasallhe had tolive for in this world. He 
directed that it ghould be named Park Thomas 
and seemed to take a fatherly interest in the 
boy, though he bad never seen him. Apes 
25, br. Thornburg died and the child was left 
of Mrs. Thorn- 
widow. Thomas has 
to Mrs. Thornburg’ since 
20, » and his long silence 
led Mrs. Thornburg to write to Chief of Police 
Lucien Adams in New Orleans, andthe case 
was put in the hands of Capt. Leonard Malone, 
but though he worked up every clue he could 
find he discovered no trace of the missing 
father, and finally reached and expressed the 
opinion that by this marriage Thomas had 
committed bigamy and that Thomas was only 
an assumed name, 
Mr. Whitaker, 
acting as a 


to be 
to Mrs. Thorn- 
burg. evidentiy hunted for the Park 
Street Church of 8t. Louls, and the near- 
est he came to it was the Lafayette Park 
Methodist Church, so he wrote to Mr. 8. H. 
Werlein, the pastor, and asked him if the reg- 
ister showed any such marriage entry as 
Nannie Johnson Sidney H. 
Thomas, Mr. answered and 
said that was only 
dedicated April 8, 1888, and did not exist be- 
fore that time; therefore it was impossible 
that the marriage could have occurred there. 
He advised Mr. Whitaker to write to Recorder 
Hobbs ahd have the record of the marriage 
looked up, suegesting that it would give the 
name of the minister who officiated, ana from 
that the marriage might be traced. Acting on 
this suggestion, Mr.. Whitaker wrote to the 
Recorder, and in his letter he says be thinks 
Capt. Malone may be wrong in thinking 
Thomas was an assumed name. It may have 
been the man’s real name, and he may bave 
insured his life for the benefit of the chilé. 
Perhaps Thomas died suddenly among stran 
ers, who knew none of his friends and 
herefore could not notifythem. The family 
and friends of Mrs, Thomas have never, so 
faras Mr. Whitaker can learn, been notified 
of ter death, Mra. Thornburg says she only 
desires to find Thomas for the purpose of 
clearing up the child’s parentage, as she de- 
sires to keep it. But for ite sake she wants to 
know who its father and mother were and 
she is anxious to learn for it what strange 
gaa susan led to its father’s curious con- 
uct. 

The records here were searched as far back 
as 1884, but no reference found to the marriage 
of Sidney H. Thomas to Nannie Johnsen. The 
names do not appear. If they were married 
here they must both have assumed names. 
Nor is there a Park Street Methodist Churcb in 
the city, and either a mistake has been made 
in the name or else that story was told by 
Thomas to mislead anyone who might have 
cause to look up the record of his marriage.

His mother died early and his stepmother 
mistreated him. He was neglected at home, 
and the educational methods of the vocane 
schoo) failed to develop his natural! intelli- 
gence, 80 while his brother was given a uni- 
versity education the great Froebel was ap- 
prenticed to aforester. But there he studied 
nature and got nearer to the heart of truth 
than he might have gained in the university. 
Father Jahn, whose name ig revered wherever 
there is a society of turners, met Froebei in 
the forest, and afterward in Berlin spoke of 
him as a strange fellow who made curious 
things out of stones and cobwebs. 

Some hint of the true greatness ofthe young 
man must have penetrated his father’s mind, 
for after hia term in the forest the young man 
was sent to¢he University of Jena, where he 
only distinguished himself by vetting in pris- 
on foradebtof $750. Then he was put to 
farming, and in 1802 on the death of his father 
was at liberty to do what heliked. He drifted 
from one thing to enother until at last be 
found nis vocation in education.

Not the Danmark’s Passengers.

VHE success of a society 
founded on the simple desize 
to do right, to gorrect as 
masy Wrongs as lie in its 
sphere, and to alleviate the 
sufferings of those who can- 
not speak for themselves, 
generally calis forth the ad- 
miration of all charitable and 
humane persons. Such an 
organization is the Women’s 
Humane Society. On Jann- 

ary 2, 1888, the assistant sec- 
retary of the’ old Humane Soeciéty told 
Mrs. Tudor Brooks the organization was 
about to dissolve for lack of sup- 
port. Distressed at the probability 


ofsuch an organization going to pieces, she+ 


determined to enlist the sympathies of the 
ladies in ite behalf. A meeting was called for 
January 7, 1888, and although only five ladies 
were present, an auxiliary to the Humane 
Society was formed under the name of 

THE GOLDEN CHAIN. 

Mrs. Albert Todd was elected President, 
Mrs. Tudor Brooks, Secretary, and Mra. Lucy 
Ellis, Mrs. O. R. Polk, Mrs. T. G. Comstock, 
Mrs. C. A. Gidbs, Mrs. Harry Hodgen 
and Mise Belle Anderson, Viee- 
Presidents and members of the* Ex- 
ecutive Board. Later the name of 
‘*Golden Chain’’ was dropped and the name 
of the ‘‘Children’s Humane Society’’ was 
adopted. Itwas to be and is yet non-sec- 
tarian and non-political. It grew and pros- 
pered until it is to-day one of the strongest 
organizations of women inthe country. The 
secret of this success is the untiring zeal and 
constant work of its lady members, many of 


whom have neglected other things to devote 
their time to the society, urged only by noble 
impulses. ain the name was changed to the 
‘*‘Women’s Humane vty OF and success 
being assured, the Misses Belle and Laura 
Anderson invited the ladies to make 
their | handsome fa: stone 
front dwelling, 1723 ashington 
avenue, the headquarters of the society. This 
generoes offer was accepted. Now the ladies 
ave the use of an immense parior in the west 
wing of the building and two large rooms in 
the east wing, both handsomely furnished and 
decorated. Only recently have the objects of 
the society and the duties of its members been 
printed. The motto is ‘‘Speak for those 
who cannot speak for themselves.’’ 
Its bn are: To arouse pub- 
lic sentiment to a higher appreciation 
of the grand mission of humanity to the dumb 
and detenseless ; to create a widespread inter- 
est in the enforcement of the laws for tne 
prevention of cruelty, The members consider 
itaduty to induce children to be humane, 
teachers to teach of kindness to dumb ani- 
mais, clergymen to preach it, authors and 
editcrstukeep it before the public, people to 
appreciate the intelligence and services of 
animals, toremember they suffer mental as 
well as bodily pain, and tnat the exercise of 
HUMANITY TOWARD THE HELPLESS 
will benefit man morally, physically -and 
financially. Also, to introduce syste tio 
humane teaching in schools, humare li 
ature in homes and public places, children’s 
humane societies, humane methods of slauch- 
tering, and drinking-fountains. Aliso, tu pre- 
vent the Secving of galled and disabled ani- 
mals, the use of tight checkreins and close 
blinders, the starving and eA tow of caives 
to whiten the meat, the carrying of fowls head 
downward, the general neglect and abuse of 
domestic animals, and the slaughter of birds 
for millivery ae! peg 

The meetings of the society are held weekly, 
on Tuesdays,to which ail friends are we!- 
come. A paper on some humane subject is 
read, and N. T. Williams, the agent, reads 
his weekly report of cases investigated and 
remedied by him. Outside communications 
are then read. The mail received daily by the 
society proves that the report of its work 
published in the papers, is doing good all 
over the country. Since the first of this year 
Mr. Williams has prosecuted the following: 
In the Firat District Police Court Jamea Ryan 
and Wm. Lanberg were fined $20 and costs 
each for driving crippled animals. James B. 
Hudson was released owing to extenuatin 
circumstances. B. Matone was fined $20 an 
costs for driving a lame horse and W. VY. 
Miller was released by paying costs for same 
offense on account of poverty. Valentine 
Miller was fined $20 and costs in the Second 
District Police Court. Harvey Young was fined 
$20 and costs for driving crippled horses and 
mules. 

Besides these, 694 cases'Of cruelty and neg- 
lect of children and animals have been inves- 
tigated and remedied.

As a law it 
allows a corporation to become guardian of a 
child subjected to ill-treatment by a parent 
and fixes a punishment for such treatment. 
The credit of this law is solely due to the kind- 
hearted fadies of the Women’s Humane So- 
clety. Theldwwiilbe put into effect ninety 
days from this date.

THE STKIKES. 


Carpenters Agree to Hold Out—The Painters 
and the Bosses. 


To-morrow the striking carpenters enter 
npon the fourth week of their strixe for eight 
hours a day and 40 cents an hour. They are 
just as firm ana determined as they were two 
weeks agoand so are the master builders. 
The bull dog on both sides has been brought 
out’ and largely developed in this strike. 


That both sides are suffering no one can deny, 
and that the buildiug interests of the city and 
hundreds of other laboring tradesmen are 
suffering more than either side, is also 
beyond dispute. It has been the custom of 
the bosses to hire men as low as they would 
offer themselves and tha poor, unskilled 
mechanic always bids lowest. The strike is 
to fix a standard which will cause the bosses 
to hire none but the best men and encour- 
age the careless, unskilled car- 
penter to reach perfection as soon as 
possible. The builders know it will cost them 
more and refuse to meet the demands. They 
also argue thatif they recoguize the Carpen- 
ters’ Union they will be at the mercy ofthat 
organization forever after. The fight contin- 
ues on this line. 

J. T. Sullivan, President of Local Union, 
No. 270, speaking of the strike yesterday, said: 
‘*‘A resolution was passed during the second 
week of our strike, and was — 
unanimously sustained by a secret bDal- 
lot this morning. It is as _ follows: 
‘The Journeymen Carpenters of the city of 
8t. Louis, realizing the great detriment to the 
building interests of the city that must be 
produced by a prolonged strike, and the la- 
mentable fact that the Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation has negiectsd to gay a committee 
to confer with our council, we are under the 
painful neeessity of continuing to hold our 
present position until a majority of 
the fair-minded and legitimate  builld- 
ers do send such a committee 
to meet us for the purpose of effecting a final 
settlement of present differences in a manner 
favorable to the best interesta of Gli con- 
cerned.’ The ballotthis morning was taken 
because we have heard it said that some of our 
men were getting weak-kneed and were being 
carried along byenthusiasm. Buta fair count 
of the ballot proved totbe éntire satisfaction 
of the most sceptical that such was not the 
case and that it was our intention to stay out 
until we get justice at the hands of the men 
who want our services, no matter Low long it 
takes. It is true we have been a little slow in 
getting money from our General Executive 
Board in Philadelphia, but itis nowon the road 
and will continue to arrive in every mall 
for an indefinate length of time. Thereis no 
Ganger whatever of any of us starving as 
some of the bosses have expressed their fears. 
When we again goto work we will be in good 
order and condition toearn our wages. There 
is nothing unfair in our demands and 
noteven the most conservative of the bosses 
will say that we have any right 
to work for less than a  hod-carrier. 
The fight is against us carpenters because the 
bosses had an idea we were the weakest of all 
the building trades unions, but the result of 
to-day’s vote in our combined executive ses- 
sion ought to be enough to show them their 
mistake aud put them to work tosend a com- 
mittee to us who will sign articles of agree- 
ment to stand good for the next year and thus 
avoid the possibility of another strike. We 
mean business and intend to settle this strike 
on business principles.”’

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THE TRUST CERTIFICATES 


Ge Up to $70 on the Street Yesterday— 
rhaken Confidence. 


The Gas Trust certificates took an up-shoot 
yesterday and went to $70. The movement 
bore no appearance of healthiness. It was 
evident that it was not the result of 
any swarming of genuine investors to Third 
street looking for places to putthelr money. 
Before the movement was fairly started 


it was labeled as an attempt to bolster up the 
certificates, which since the announcement of 
the fallure of the deal with the Laclede com- 
pany have been very weak. While the hold- 
ers were celebrating the increase news 
reached the street through John H, Blessing’s 
wire of the passage in the Llinols 
House of Representatives of the Merrits 
anti-trust bill py avote of 116 to 113. Such 
news was not encouraging, tnough it is with- 
out effect on this market. , 

The increase in the quotation of certificates 
yesterday inspired no confidence In the minds 
of non-bolders. The argoment used is thas 
the Trust certificates are now over $20 over 
their real value. The old St. Louis Gas Light 
Company’s shares, quoted at $275, went into 
the Trust one for four Trust shares. Then oe 
was selling at $2.50; in 1890 it will sell for $1.25, 
and the Trust will have lost its share of the 
city street ighting contract, which amounts 
to ,000. side from the Water Gas and 
Carondelet bonds, this Is used as the argu- 
ment proving that the stock can’t go to the 
high figure under the present circumstances 
except when forced by brokers. 

THE PRICE YESTERDAY.

TBE VANDALIA’S CAPTAIN. 


The Late Capt. Schoonmaker’s} Successful 
Career in the Navy. 


The officer of the highest rankin our navy 
who lost his life in the recent Samoan disaster 
was Capt. Cornelius M. Schoonmaker, who 
commanded the Vandalia. He had seena 
total service of thirty-four years anda half, 
fifteen of which he had passed at sea.

He was a member of the well-known Schoon- 
maker family of Ulster County, New York, 
ané received his first appointment to the navy 
from New York in September, 1854, at the age 
of 15. After a five years’ course at the Naval 
Academy he was attached to the steam frigate 
Minnesota as midshipman in 1859, and at the 
outbreak of the rebellion he was commis- 
sioned as lieutenant. In 1861-2 he served on 
the gunboat Sagamore, and in 1863-4 was on 
the Octorara of the West Gulf Squadron, when 
she took partin the battle of Mobile Ba 
and in the capture of Fort Morzan. rom i863, 
when he was appointed Lieutenant-Com- 
mander,to 1867 he was on the steawer Juniata, 
of the South American Squadron, and the next 
two years he spent on the twee we os of the 
Asiatic Squadron.

She Prefers the Brutalities ofthe Bull-Fight 
—fred Archer Killed by the Manner of 
Life Prescribed for His Profession—A 
Borse Should Not Be Used at All Until He 
Is 4 Years Old.’

The bleeding sides cut open by the 

jockey’s whip, the lather of sweat, the burst- 

ing heart, the straining eyebalis, the fleshiess 

and nervous pbysique, all tell, without words, 

what the racer suffers in the best 

years of his life; no human language 

would be adequate to describe his 

sufferings in after years when, unless 

be had been one of the exceptionally fortu- 

nate winners who are deemed worthy of pres- 

ervation, he passes through all the degrees of 

degradation, from the selling races \ iow 

meetings to the shafts of the hansom and thé 

mailcart and the butcher’s van; to the last 

bis high spirit animates his trembling, aching 

and emaciated frame, and to the iast he 

strains his exhausted and quivering limbs in 

the service of that humanity which has dared 
to call him the brute. 

Racing has not one redeeming quality in it; 
ithas not even thatshare of peril for ‘man 
which does in a degree palliate the brutalities 
of the bull-tight; its essential essence and ob- 
ject is gambling; even where the owner, which 
is very rare, does not bet, yet the excite- 
ment with which he hangs onthe issue is és- 
sentially the 

EXCITEMENT OF THE GAMBLER. 

Fine fortunes have been surrendered, great 
names bave been ruined, rich men and poor 
men have been dragged down into bankruptcy 
and blackguardism through the fatal 
temptations of the turf, and throughout its 
paltry and poisonous seductions there is not 


a single throb of any emotion that is gener- 
ous, any ambition thatis honorable, any en- 
deavor that is meritorious; that great nobles 
and honest gentlemen continue to patronize 
its sport and deify its jockeys is one of the 
most welancholy spectacies of modern life. 
When the jockey, Fred Archer, died the wall 
of the country, the threnody of the press 
were an insult to common sense an 
human nature. He was killed by the fasting 
and privations entailed on his success in bis 
miserable profession, but no one seemed to 
remember this, or point out the lessons to be 
iearned frow it; they only reported the bul- 
letins of his iliness, consecrated column after 
column inthe newspapers to his biograpby, 
and lamented his !oss as a national misfortune 
as though Shakspeare’s or Wellington's seif 
had perished. Of the moral of the whole dis- 
gusting story no one seemed in any way con- 
scious, and when amongst the eulogies passed 
on him it was described how he was wont to 
‘-cut the last inch out of’’ any horse he rode, 
there seemed no perception whatever of the 
horrible cruelty involved in gainfhg such a re- 
pute. 

RACING CONFIRMS 
the inclination to view horses as mere gam - 
bling machines, like roulette wheels, which is 
so general and which has almost wholly 
stamped out the personal affection for a horse 
as afriendand cumrade and tried servant, 
which used to so unite the manand his steed. 
The modern intolerance of ‘‘old’’ horses is 
altogether against such an attachment being 
felt; a man who Duysa horse intending to use 
it up in its prime and seil it the moment it 
displays the slightest diminution of speed 
cannot iook upon itas anything better than a 
chattel. Horses frequently change hands a 
dozen times before they reach their- seventh 
year; the consequences are disastrous to 
them, and deprive them of all chance of secur- 
ing a permanent place inthe hearts of their 
owners. 

If people could be induced to buy their 
horses carefully and keep them tenderly until 
real old age, and then in lieu of selling them 
for a trifle give them a swift und painless 
death, our streets would not be filled as they 
are all the world over with the painful throngs 
of worn out carriage and riding horses tolling 
in omnibuses, in tramways, in cabs and carts 
and tradesmen’s vans. 

The most painful thing connected 

WITH HORSES 

to those who care for them is that, owing to 
our cruel habit of putting them on the roads 
before they reach thelr maturity, their legs 
give way while they are still vounyg, and sand- 
crack, spavin, osseous tumor or any other 
of the many ills to which their hoofs and legs 
are liable will frequently make them of no or 
little use for work, whilst their wind is sound, 
their body healthy, their eyes bright and their 
intelligence and spirit are as great as ever. 

If no horse ware used at all until he was 4 
years old at least, the race would be strong 
and the feet would hong remain sound; the 
horse does not reach his full maturity till he 
is 6. But the avarice of man forbids this; 
horses are bred as articles of sale and soid for 
profit; no one will keep a young horse doing 
nothing for five years. In the long run it 
would probably answer to do so; fora horse 
thus given leisure to develop would be for 
thirty years asound and serviceable animal. 
But speculation does not see advantage in 
this; breeders have not the patience to 
wait for returns on their outlay; fashion has 
decreed that horses must be young (i. e. im- 
mature); and the turf which justifies its ex- 
istence on the plea that itis an institution for 
the development of horse flesh, uses them up 
whilst they are little more than colts and 
fillies and panders to the popular prejadice in 
favor of immaturity and speed versus matu- 
rity and soundness. 

It is coldly calculated 

BY HORSE BREEDERS 
that it‘‘pays best’’ to breed many horses 
rapidly and use them by Aa three years’ work 
as they are used up by tramway and omnibus 
companies. Therefore the working horse, 
like the racing thoroughbred, is doomed be- 
fore be is born or begotten. 

Itisa sadand cruel fact. Those who have 
horses may doall theycan to mitigate the 
fate of those who fall within the sphere of 
their influence; but against the universal sac- 
rifice of this gallant and generous animal to 
the greed and selfishness Of men it is, alas, 
very difficult to do much. 

I cannot conceive how any one having loved 
a horse and owed to it years of pleasant com- 
radeship can bear to sell it intothe unknown 
horrors which await the facilis descensus of a 
petted animal into an unpitied hack, Every 
one may not be ableto command the means 
to keep a useless or aged horse, but every one 
may havetheir favorite shot and spared an 
existence of incauiculable misery. believe 
that death by blowing into the jugular vein 
is absolutely painless; it may be done while 
the horse 1s eating his oats and he wili fall as 
if struck by lightning and die almost instan-

for such a death in hisown well-beloved s

A Circulation of 300,000 Copies Dally for 
Three Months Fittingly Recognized in All 
the Large Cities of the Country—Wash- 
ington Park the Scene of the Demonustra- 
tion in St. Louis. 


HE novel method adopt- 

ed by the New York 

WORLD In celebrating the 

fact that during the past 

three months its daily 

circulation had been over 

300,000 formed a common 

topic of conversation on 

the streets yesterday af- 

teruoon. Men, women 

and children discussed it, 

and all were enthusj- 

astic in their praise of 

thatgreatnewspaper and 

its enterprising proprie- 

tors. The shooting had been heard for blocks 

around and was witnessed by thousands. 

Nothing like it had ever been seen here be- 

fore. Of course there have frequently been 

salutes fired, but the apparatus employed by 

the WORLD in its celebration wasa device of 

which the people here had never before even 

heard. That it was much superior to the old 

method of using cannons and much less dan- 

gerous too, all who saw the shooting agreed. 

It was a striking way ofcalling attention toa 
remarkable achievement. 

The demonstration here was only one of a 
series which were going on at the same time 
alloverthe country. By preyious arrange- 
ment the WORLD had a salute of 300 guns 
fired in most of the principal cities in the 
country, commencing at all points precisely 
at noon. A special apparatus for firing the 
salute had been perfected by the WORLD, and 


one of them, with competent men to have 
charge of it was sent toeach city where the 
event was to be celebrated. ~- We Liss- 
man was the representative who eame 
to this city and he had for bis assistant Charlies 
Cordell. Anumber of others helped in the 
work, preparing the charges for the machine. 
This was asimple, but novel design. It was 
composed of a post about six feet high planted 
firmly in the ground, and surrounded by four 
revolving arms of wood, each arm being four 
inches wide by about eight feet long. The 
whole apparatus was constructed on the prin- 
ciple of a **Fiying Dutchman,’” a 
special Pm having first been  ob- 
toined from Mayor Noonan and the 
Park Commissioner, the device was erected in 
&@ grass ploton the west or Thirteenth street 
side of Washington square. The explosives 
used were charges of Forsythe powder, a 
specie of dynamite, and they were set off by 
means of an electric battery. Thia battery 
rested on the ground just south of the 
central part of the apparatus and 
wasconnected by means of wires with all the 
arms of the device. These wires ran along the 
sides of the arms and at the ends of which 
there was a wire hook on 
which the charge was hung. The 
charges were cylindrical-shaped packages 
done up in heavy oiled paper and contained a 
pound each. The full package was/not placed 
on the apparatus, however, it being cut in 
half with a knife so thatthe charge really 
used was one-half pound of 
FORSYTHE POWDER. 
Before the packages were cut they were 
steeped in water to increase thereport. Then 
they were fastened to a wire about a yard long 
and placed on the ends of the arms of the ap- 
paratus, one charge being placed on each of 
three arms. The charge bung down s0 
that it dangled about midway between 
one arm and the ground. On each arm where 
it joined the others wasa piece of brass and 
this touched the top of the central post. 
There was also a piece of brass on the top of 
the post and on its north side. When the 
brass on an arm touched the brass on the top 
of the post the circuit was completed and the 
charge on the end of the arm exploded. Ags 
this brass was on the north side of the post, 
the charges oOf course would not explode 
until the arm in which they were hung 
became the north arm. As soon 
asacharge was fired off one arm, Mr. Cor- 
dell, who was standing on the south side of 
the apparatus with Mr. Lissman, would hang 
another charge on the arm, which would then 
become the south arm, so that there were 
always three arms loaded with charges. Mr. 
Lissman attended to revolving the machine. 
From the time the booming commenced, 
sharply at noon, there was no cessation of the 
firimg, exeept occasionally for a few minutes, 
when the workmen were behind in preparing 
the charges, until shortly before Soctoan 
when the last of the 300 guns was fired. There 
had been one gun fired for every 1,000 of 
CIRCULATION OF THE ‘‘WORLD.’’ 

From the time the booming commenced un- 
til it ceased there were constantly several 
hundred people m the park watching the pro- 
ceedings. Ropes had been stretched arouhd 
the grass plat where the apparatus was 
erected to prevent any one from 
approaching too near. and Capt. Joyce 
had two sturdy officers there to 
see that noone passed beyond these ropes. 
They experienced little difficulty as most of 
the peopie were afraid to approach the device. 
The charges made a roar liké a twelve-pound 
cannon, and shook the ground about them 
but did not do the _ slightest damage 
to the grass beneath where they exploded. 
They are much cleaner and less dan- 
gerous than cannons are. A dry goods 
box, which had been left under 
where the charges explode was badly de- 
molished, but aside from that there was no 
accident ofany kind. The charges are harm- 
less excevt witbin aradius ot a few feet of 
where they explode. People flocked to the 
park jirom all directions and were con- 
stantly going and coming. Many remained 
during the entire time the salute lasted. It 
was certainly a pronounced success in every 
respect. 


At New Orleans. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 20.—The New York 
WORLD treated the city to a sensation most 
unique this morning. It consisted in the dis- 
charging of 3800 bombs in celebration of the 


circulation of that paper reaching the enor- 
mous number of 800,000 copies daily. The 
bombs were composed of powder and were 
made the same as the ordinary sky-rocket. 
When ignited they ascended to a height of 
about one thousand feet, when they exploded 
with a terrific report. Messrs. James Pain & 
Son of New York were the manufacturers, and 
the bombs.were discharged on the levee, at 
the head of Conti street, under the super- 
vision of a skilled pyrotechnist sent here from 
New York. The report could be heard clearly 
five miles away.
